Reference is made to your letter dated August 10, I <^57' the en- 
titled Batter, instructing this office to ascertain what disposition is planned 
regarding the records of the International Police Commission which hare been 
discoTered in Berlin. 


Prior to the receipt'd? reference letter, these records had already - 
been examined by Special Agent JOHN I. CONDOR of this office. These records 
were examined with the assistance of PAUtTSPlELHAGfH , whe resides at Bismarck 
Str . 1, Berlin-vknnse*. SPIELHAGEH has been associated with the International 
Police Conmission for the past four years end prior thereto was a criminal 
inspector of the Criminal Police in Berlin. 


Formerly the criminal police of thirty- six different countries were 
members of the International Criminal Police Commission. The Commission s erred 
as a clearance house for international criminals* Accordingly when a criminal 


was wanted in s certain country, the criminal police of that country fo rq ar ^ ed 


These records are maintained at the headquarters of the Interna- 
tional Criminal Police Commission, as Kleinen Warm see 16, Berlin -lannae* . They 
are presently maintained in a small garage, inasmuch as the main building of 
the Commission is presently being used as billets for Amsrlcsn troops. Accordr- 
ing to SPIELHAGEH, ths headquarters of ths International Criminal Police Com- 
mission was moved to Berlin from Vienna in April, 1941.

usually only furnishing a rery sparse personal description. Examination ll 
various cards in the indices substantiated this statement. Many of them ear da 
indicate merely the name of the criminal and the agency desiring his apprehen- 
sion. 


SPIELHAGEM pointed out that since the outbreak of Nhr in 1939 
the compilation of criminal records has been retarded. He estimated that 
since 1941 only about 200 wanted notices had been received from all countries. 

Of this number approximately 100 had been distributed to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, It was noted, from an examination of some of these cards > 
that wanted notices had been forwarded to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
after the entry of the United Statee into the war. 

The fingerprint cards that are available are of a smaller siae than 
the standard Bureau fingerprint card. It is also noted that according to 
SPIELHAGEN, the Henry system of fingerprint classification was not used. 
SPIELHAGEN further related that practically all the information contained in 
the records of the International Police Commission had been furnished the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in the form of wanted circulars. 

SPIELHAGEM appeared very cooperative and, according to L„ DB^EUFVILLE 
of OSS Berlin, is completely trustworthy. He appeared well-informed on police 
matters and interested in police records and identification systems. He is 
very familiar with the various records of the International Cr i m ina l Police 
Commission and has been responsible for placing these records in the proper 
order". ~ •' 


SPIELHAGEM furnished a copy of a pamphlet entitled, "Die Interna- 
tionale Kriminalpoliseiliche Kocsiission und Lhr Tferk", This pamphlet, written 
in German, explains the functions of the Conud-ssion and appears to have been 
published in 1943. He also furnished a phmphlet in English entitled, "The 
International Criminal Police", dated at Vienna, October 15, 1940. 

In addition SPIELHAGEM furnished a number of photostats pertain- 
ing to the Commission and its work. All thia material is being forwarded to 
the Bureau for examination. 

■ffith regard to the disposition of these records. Special Agent 
cn*JTY?ff consulted Col. R. W^^HAHBERLIN, Deputy Director of Public Safety DiT- 
ision, USGCC, who ie responsible for the ultimate disposition of these records* 
According to Col. CHAMBERLIN, it is his present plan to maintain these redords 
at the present site, pending the proposed establishment of a Central Identifica- 
tion Bureau for Germany. In the event that such a Bureau is established, these 
records will probably be made available to such a Bureau. Col. CHAMBERUM 
emphasised, however, that the records would not be destroyed in the eveqt that 
such a Bureau were not established. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
should be Interested in these records. Col. CH AMBERLIN stated that the records 
would be available to the Bureau. It is his personal opinion, however, that ^

theae recorda are not rery valuable and that the Bureau, In all probability, 
would not be interested in haring them forwarded to Washington. Before any 
disposition of these records is made, Col. CHAMBERLIN has assured this office 
that we would be advised . 

It is the personal opinion of Special Agent CONDON that these rec- 
ords could prove of little value to the Bureau, and that it would be imprac- 
tical to attempt to ehip them to' Washington. It is requested that if the 
Bureau desires any specific information concerning these records, that su«i 
information be furnished this office.

The Director will recall the International Police Commission was 
moved from Vienna to Berlin in 1941, at which time the Executive Conference 
recommended to the Director no further communication be had with the organization. 
This recommendation was approved. 

Special Agent John I. Condon, presently in Berlin, has examined the 
records of the International Police Commission now in custody of the United 
States Army authorities. He advised there are approximately 2,000 alleged 
criminals who are positively identified hy fingerprints and photographs, that 
however, the files for the most part are Incomplete in that neither photographs 
or f ing.erprin±s are included. Thirty-six countries were^mbers of the Interna- 
tional Police Commission and the Commission served as ^fclearing house for 
i nternational criminal s. Special Agent Condon advised this Army is responsible 
^ifor the ultimate disposition of the records stating that when a Central Identifi- 
cation Bureau for Germany is established the International Police Consol ss ion 
records would probably be made available to the Bureau. 

The Executive Conference was unanimously of the opinion that the' records 
would serve no useful purpose to the Bureau, and if you agree Special Agent Condon \ 
will be so advised. ,\

'-'INTERNATIONAL CRIMINAL POLICE COMMISSION 


The attached letter concerning the Interna tional Criminal Police 1 ' 1 
Division was add^-essed to the Director from Vladeta Milicevic, who describes” 
hiirself as former Tugoslav Minister, apparently to London, He refers to a meeting 
with the Director in 19^3 on the occasion of the visit of King Peter of Yugoslavia 
to the FBI* He states that at that time he was Under-Secretary of the Yugoslav 
Minister of Home Affairs, 


In this letter Milicevic reviews seme of the history of the Intentional 
Criminal police Division and “speaks of his efforts prior to the war to have the 
headquarters moved from Vienna to Geneva* He indicates that at the present time 
he feels that the organisation should be attached to the United ‘rations Organiza- 
tion in New York City, He speaks of conferring with Mr. Ronald Howe, Deputy 
Commissioner of Scotland Yard, whom he quotes as saying that the Director has 
already taken certain steps "in this direction." Milicevic also reveals a plan 
that he has to start a Journal to be called "Criminal Archive" and he indicates 
that he is attempting to interest a number of leading criminologists in this idea. 
He asks that the Director consent to Joining an honorary editorial committee for 
this new journal. 


You will recall that the International Criminal Police Commission was 
one with which the Bureau had some correspondence prior to the war. It was an 
organization over which the Bureau had little or no control and It was recently 
learned that during thewar the records of the Commission were moved from Vienna 
to Berliiu These records were located there in 19h$, were examined by an Agent 
of this Bureau, and found to be most incomplete, I believe that prior to 

I acknowledging- the attached communication we should inquire from our office in 
Iondon as to -the identity of this individual, his contacts with Scotland Yard ^ j 

and find out just who his associates are. , /

Reference is made to Bureau cable dated March 23, 

1946, and my reply <}ated March 25, 19^46, concerning Viadeta 
Milicevic, former YugcAavlan Minjirrer now in London, and who 
Is presently campaigning to hay€ the International Criminal 
Police Commission attached tjfP^WfQ in New York. 

In addition to the information contained in my reply 
of March 25, 1946, this Is to advise that Ronald^Kowe, Deputy 
Commissioner of New Scotland Yard, stated that the International 
Criminal Police Commission has been in existence for the past 
thIrty._yeara-.or mor-e. -This commission, according to Howe, is 
represented by high police officials of practically every police 
department In all the countries on the Continent. The commis- 
sion has been meeting yearly and was principally inaugurated 
for the purpose of having direct liaison with each other in order 
to stimulate investigations and, generally, to make certain that 
matters In which the police departments of one country ere inter- 
ested and which have some connection with individuals In other 
countries, will be Investigated by the police in that country 
without the usual or customary delay, and also that they might 
not possibly be ignored entirely. 

Mr. Howe also stated that since all official matters /■ J, , 
are handled directly by the various members of the commission, 
no large staff is required and since it Is composed of high 
ranking officials, replies to inquiries and requests for inves- 
tigations are certain to be handled. He also. stated that the 
commission plans on holding a meeting on June 3. 1946. in ...

Reference la made to the communication received from Lieutenant 
Colonel F. E. Louwage, Inspector General of the Belgian Security of State, 
Permanent Recorder of the /international Conmission of Chiefs of Police, in 
which the Colonel mentions the convention called for that organisation on 
June 3, 1946, at Brussels, Belgium, Ton inquired as to whether we have 
received an official invitation to attend that convention. 

There is no record of receipt of an official invitation by the 
Bureau as yet. Legal Attache John A, Cimperman by letter dated April 12, 
1946, advised of a conversation he had with Ronald^Howe, Deputy Commissioner 
of New Scotland Yard, concerning the I. C» C. P, Commissioner Howe spoke 
very highly of the organization, referred to the meeting on .Tune 1QZ/. , 
and 'stated that in the event the Bureau would like to become a member of 
the conmisslon he would' be only too glad to forward to the Bureau the 
necessary invitation, Mr. Cimperman asked if the Bureau were interested 
in this proposal. 

It will be recalled .that the Bureau replied to a previous 
communication from Colonel Louwage in a letter from you dated April 5, 1946. 
He inquired at that time as to your views with regard to participation in 
the I. C. C. P. It was suggested that Attache Horton R. Telford In Paris, 
France, interview Colonel Louwage for further Information concerning the 
organ! zation. Telford has advised that he has arranged to discuss this 
organization in -Brussels with Colonel Louwage on May 6, 1946. TTe have 
delayed answering Cimpe man's request until receipt of a report from 
Telford on his interview, * - .

Lieutenant Colonel F. E^Louwage, Inspector General of the Stafe 
Security Police of Belgium, has apparently been the moving spirit behind 
efforts to reorganize and revitalise the International Criminal Pollco • 

Commission which was dormant during the war* He has written you on Several »«w 
occasions and you will recall that in his last letter he mentioned the fast *? " " “T 
Ithat a convention of the ICPC had b.een called for Brussels, Belgium for 
I June 3# 1?U6. He indicated that invitations were being sent to various countries 
via diplomatic channels and he expressed the opinion that the Bureau had probably 
4 received one of these invitations. However, so far as is known this invitation 
J was never received by the Bureau* . /. 


You instructed that in view of the brief time remaining prior t#- _ - : ‘ 
June 3 we should advise Colonel Louwage that there was not sufficient time to - ‘ 
desij^uate and dispatch a representative of this Bureau to the convention. Deputy 
Commissioner Howe of New Scotland Yard, London told Legal Attache Cimperman that 
he intended to aute&d the convention and stated that he would be glad to see to it 
it that the Bureau received an invitation if we so desired. Agent Cimperman 
was likewise instructed to^l/if ona Commissioner Howe that in view of the brief 
time remaining the Bureau foun&- it not possible to arrange for a representative 
to attend*

We have already advised Colonel Louwage and London that we do not X 
intend to participate in this convention* I believe that many of the countries 
participating are still in a very confused state and that the situation with 
regard to police work is far from crystalized. In ny opinion we should abide 
by our previous decision because if the Bureau representative would attend 
it is apparent from what we have heard so far that he would quickly be placed 
in a prominent position in the organization whose representatives we are not 
familiar with and whose ideologies and backgrounds in some cases will certainly 
be questionable* One of the prime factors behind the anxiety to have the 
Bureau participate in addition to using its prestige to raise the organization's 

“^standing is probably to secure the $1500 ann ual contribution which would be 

necessary. Alsp while I believe Colonel Louwage is sincere in his efforts 
to promote the organization he very probably is also interested in establishing 
a permanent position for himself*

Reference is made to my memorandum to you in this matter dated 
- ay 3, 19b6, and to your inquiry as to the delay in connection with the in- 
vitation for the Bureau to attend the June 3 Convention of the International 
Commission of Chiefs of Police in Brussels, Belgium. 

In explanation, it is pointed out that the first indication we had 
the date of the convention for the reorganization of the International Commis: 
of Chiefs of Police had been set for June 3, 1?U6, was contained in a cable from, 
legal Attache John A. Cimperman, d^ted April 23 , 13U6. Prior to that time we 
only a letter from Colonel ?, 1.<£ouwage, which was dated March lli, I?u6, and 
was received in the Bureau on March 26th last. In this letter Colonel 
Louwage stated only that he had been appointed by the Belgian Minister of Justice 
to continue his task as delegate for Belgium in the "International Commission of 
Criminal Felice,* 1 ’’which has. to be reorganized.” He said he was taking it upon 
himself to propose a meeting* of the delegates of those countries fn a position to 
appoint representatives'. He asked for your remarks and suggestions concerning 
this reorganization. 



In answer, you wrote Colonel Louwage by letter dated April ?, 1?L6, ’ 
expressing pleasure on his appointment and telling him that-we were unable to make 
any concrete remarks or suggestions at this time and 'asking for more details. At 
-he sane time we wrote Special Agent Horton Telford in Paris and asked him to 
.r.tcrview 'olcnel Louwage for nor9 information concerning his plans for the 
i.C.C.P. This necessitates Agent Telford traveling to Brussels, Belgium, to inter- 
r iew the Colonel. By cable dated May 2, 19ii6, Agent Telford stated that he had 
ir ranged an interview with Colonel Louwage in Brussels for May 6, 1?L6, which is 
today's date, and he promised that he would furnish the results of this interview 
upon hi3 return to Paris on May dth next. 

Meanwhile, as stated above, we received a cable on April 23, 1?L6, from 
London indicating that the I.C.C.P. planned a convention in Brussels on June 3rd. 
Agent Cimperman followed this up with a letter which was received in the Bureau 
on April 2?, 19u6. In his letter Agent Cimperman advised that he had talked to 
Deputy Commissioner Ronald-ITowe of New Scotland Yard, who told him about the con- 
vention and the date of it and stated that he would secure an invitation for the 
Bureau to attend in - the event you were interested.

it. Col. Louwage pointed out that the invitations were delated in' being 
sent out and he has not as yet received replies from the following countries but 
anticipates that at least half of them will reply favorably and send delegates: 
Turkey, Ireland, Chile, China, Egypt, Ecuador, 'i'eece, Yugoslavia, Luxembourg and 
Poland. 


Lt. Col. Louwage proposes to nominate to the conference as the new 
President the only Vice-President who is still connected with police work, 4iamely, 
Yr. Yelhaven, Norwegian Chief of Police. *.'ith regard to Russia, this country 
has never been a member of the Commission. In 1937 they requested membership 
which was declined by the Commission. However, should a delegate at the Brussels 
meeting propose that Russia beinvited such a proposal -would, of course, have to 
be considered and voted on. Ke does not feel that Italy, occupied countries, the 
Balkans and Baltic Btatres are sufficiently well organized and indepaident enough 
to participate in the Commission at this time. Y'ith respect to Germany and Austria, 
he feels that no attempt should be made through the military authorities of the 
fo’tr occupying powers to participate in the Commission, and that eventually the 
Commission should consider dealing directly with the local German and Austrian 
Police. 


Yith regard to the constitution, Lt. Col, Louwage has proposed certain 
modifications to the present statutes, copies of which are enclosed herewith. The, 
Commission, of-coursey will- entertain any other statutory changes proposed by any 
of* the members. 

Lt. Col. louwage is most anxious that the Bureau actively participate 
in the. Commission, feeling that the complete success of the Commission ’will depend 
largely on Bureau participation. He is convinced that the other .‘in eric an nations, 
including Canada, will become members provided the Cnited Abates takes part. If 
the Bureau decides to send a representative to the conference. It. Coll Louwage 
indicated his intention to propose the Bureau representative as one of the Vice- 
Kras idents of the Conmission. 

At the comihg session of the Commission, new officers will be elected, 
headquarters established and the Commission will proceed to function on the sane 
basis as before the ?fsr. Lt. Col. Louwage pointed out that the Commission functioned 
very effectively heretofore and was instrumental in facilitating the apprehension 
of innumerable international criminals. Thus far Lt^ Col. Louwage has been 
successful in finding some of the records of the Commission in Germany and has 
now in his possession at Brussels the files of seme 4,000 criminals. He believes 
tii at through the cooperation of the member nations the central depository can be 
built up as it wa3 before the war throuf^i the re-subnission of information 
furnished the Commission at its headauarters.

He sent the invitations 
in good time to the Belgian Foreign Office, but due to the cabinet crisis 
about that time, they vrere overlooked, and he discovered some weeks later 
that they had not gone forward. However, he stated lhat they were subse- 
quently sent and would be received momentarily.

Tho "International Criminal Police Comlsalon" was / 
created in 1923. Its haadquartahs was established In 
Vienna and the Presidency conferred upon, the late Chan- 
celor of Austria, Dr. _Schrober . 

During the war, the 3eman Authorities ordered the 
transfer of the headquarters to Berlin. 

During the period of hostilities, the activities 
of the International Criminal-Police Commission became 
almost non-exls tant. At preaent they are null. 

This international organization had as its aimj 

1) Insuring and developing the fullest mutual assistance 
among ail criminal investigation departments., within the 
framework of .the laws governing the various States ; 

2) Assuring the creation and development of all inatitu- 

tione capable of contributing effectively toward the 
repression of common law crime. — 

There is no need of setting forth at length the 
services^ rendered by the International Criminal Police 
Commission, before the war, in the fight against Inter- 
national-Criminals. The direct interchange of informa- 
tion among the Chiefs of the national Central Offices, 
on the one hand, and between those Offices and the Inter- 
national Office of Documentation in Criminal Hatters of 
the Commission, on the other hand, have made the coopera- 
tion of that international organization absolutely Indis- 
pensable to any State which la anxious to suppress

International cdraion law crime; that is to say, the 
violations provided for by the conventions regulating 
the extradition of malefactors, excluding all violations 
of s political, racial or religious character. 

Several members of the International Criminal Police 
Commission have emphasized the dangers resulting, since 
the cessation of hostilities, from the moving about of 
international criminals, who undsr cover of the Influx 
of refugees or the Irani gratloft of person! coming from 
States the borders of which are not yet fixed or have 
been changed, are lnflltreting Into their countries 
without the police authorities. In view of the preeent 
immobilization of the machinery of the International 
Ciminal Police Consnission, having the means of receiv- 
ing exact information concerning such international 
criminals. The latter have, more and more, a tendency 
to transport their ciminal activities, successively^ 
into different States, the hoepltallty of which they 
abuse; such criminals bring ln-tQ., those countries new 
criminal methods, which are rendered more formidable 
by the psychic tendencies acquired during the war. If 
this situation is not remedied, it is likely to endanger 
public safety.

The Legal Attache In Paris has forwarded a communication 
addressed to the Director from the S^eretary General for the Criminal ’yi;’ V 
Police International Committee, IL/IaicIoux. This Committee is apparentl/^*^ 
the Executive Committee for the International Criminal Police Commission* 

M* Ducloux referred to the letter from the Director to Inspector General 
Louwage, Permanent Reporter of the ICPC, in which the latter was advised 
that due to the failure to receive an invitation in time. It would not be 
possible for a representative of the Bureau to attend the ICPC Convention 
which took place on June 3, I9h6,' at Brussels* 


The Secretary General refers to a communication addressed to the 
Director by Ifc*. Louwage on June 3, advising of the Director’s appointment 
as Vice President of the ICPC. That communication has already been answered 
by the Director accepting the appointment as Vice President, V. Ducloux 
forwarded a complete set of the minutes of the Brussels Convention which 
were in French and havtf been translated. This translation is attached. The 
Secretary General states that he would be delighted to receive any documents 
cr suggestions which the Director would care to send.

In accordance with a request ^rea Kr. Telson there is being set 
out below a sunaary of information on thVjntemational Criminal Police 
Commission and the present status of the Bureau's relations with that organisation . 


DETAILS ; 

The International Criminal Police Commission had Its beginning prior to 
iorld her I when it was felt that it was necessary to hare cooperation among the la* 
enforcement agencies In the world to .curb the activity of internet! on cl criminals. 
Various conferences were held In Buenos Aires in 1905* in Madrid in 1909 and ft other 
European capitals. It was not until 1923 that the organisation was actually’ founded 
when Dr. Scholar, a former Austrian Chancellor and President of the Viennese Police 
Department, brought representatives of various European police departments to Vienne 
to consider extradition of persons, at cetera. The .Commission consisted of a President 
(usually the President of the Vienna Police Department), Vice President, permanent 
recorders, ordinary recorders, ordinary and honorary members . The expenses cf the 
organisation were borne by contributions from the various member countries. The 
assessment was made on the basis of one SwIsb franc (about 25 cents) per 10,000 
inhabitants of the country represented. In 1937 e meeting was held in London. 

England. The Bureau, through the State Department, received invitations from the 
British Ambassador and from the Austrian Minister to attend. Former Inspector V. K. 
Drane Lester attended and upon his return to the United States, expressed the opinion 
that ti e United States should secure a permanent place in this organisation . 

On July-10, 193?, CohgTess appropriated a sum not to exceed fl500 annually 
to accept and maintain a membership in the International Criminal Police Commission. 


Dr, Oskar Dressier, the Secretary General cf the organisation, communicated 
with; the Bureau on January 25 , 1939, ccneeming the Bu-eau's contribution toward the 
general upkeep of the Commission and suggested that A maximum contribution of 12500 
by the United States be given. After an exchange of correspondence, it was agreed 
that the annual contribution of the United Spates w ou ld be $1500. 


During the euaaer of 1939, the Bureau received, through the State Department, 
a formal invitation on behalf of the fitraan Government to pcrticipcte in s conference 
at Berlin, Germany, to be held from August 7 of that year. Due to 

world conditions, the invitation was dscli^st’, ^ i 7 "" 

On August 24, 1940, the Bur^u reee¥t£S 1 4*£ > omi«uni cation from the Chief of ti e 
German Security Police which indicated, that he had accepted the office of President of 
:j ...the Int ernational Criminal Police Commission and that headquarters had been moved from 
tu;: Vieftrrtr- to Berlin. Cki September 23, 1940 1 Dr. Dressier, Secretary General, advised that

imoossi ble for the Bureau to assume full membership In the International 
Police Commission. On December 1, 1941 , the Executive Conference unanimoaely ' 
recommended that no further communications be addressed to thle organisation. The 
sum of 11500 has continued to be Included annually In the Bureau's appropriations. 

During the first part of 1946, letters sere received from F. E. Louwage, 
Inspector General of the Belgian Security of State and Permanent Recorder of the 
International Criminal Police Commission, Indicating that he sag taking the initiative 
in reorganising the I.C.P.C, and was proposing a meeting to be held In Brussels, 
Belgium during June. The meeting wa s later set for June 3, however, the formal 
invitation for the Bureau to participate was not received until May 22, mhen It was 
too late for the Bureau to designate a representative . Ihe meeting convened gp 
June 3 in Brussels, Belgium with 46 delegates from 18 countries present. Mr. T. l, 
Louwage, Inspector General of the Belgian Security of State, was elected President 
of the organisation, and D. Ducloux, Director, Criminal Police Service of the Surete 
Rationale of Prance, web elected General Secretary. .Mr. Hoover was elected SB S 
?icc President of the organisation, and a letter dated June J, 1946, received from 
President Louwage advised, of the election of Mr. Hoover. 

On June 26, 1946, the Executive Conference diacusied the question of 
whether the Director ehould accept the position of Tics President and if the Bureau 
should be a participating member in the organisation. Ihe majority recommended 
favorably, feeling that it would be to the Bureau' e advantage to be the American 
representative in the group rather than have some other~organi nation selected to 
represent the United States. The Director concurred in this decision. On July 3# 
1946, a letter was directed to Mr. Louwage in which the Director expressed his 
appreciation fo* -having- been elected Tice President of the I.C.P.C. end stated that 
it would be a pleasure to serve v. £n this capacity. Since that time a number of 
letters concerning tha steps being taken to make the organisation effective have 
been received' from President Louwage and the General Secretary Ducloux. On August 8, 
a letter was sent to Mr. Dueloux advising that the Bureau would be pleased to submit 
articles from time time on scientific crime detection for publication in the 
"International Review" which will be a magaxine distributed by the I.C.P.C. to its 
members . 


During the convention which was held in Brussels, Belgium, the matter of 
finances was discussed. It was pointed out that prior to the war member countries 
were assessed an annual fee of one Swiss franc per 10,000 inhabitants. Ihe matter 
of assessments was referred to a aubcommittee which reported back with the suggestion 
that a graduated scale be adopted as a basis for assessments. This works out so that 
s country heving more than fifty million inhabitants would be required to psy 2,50 Swie 
francs per 25,000 inhabitants. After some discussion this resolution was adopted. It 
was also decided that member countries should be required to bring themselves up to 
date by paying dues beginning January 1, 1945. mr. Louwage requested that she matter 
of negotiating with the delegates of the countries whose government! do not'Geilre to, 
or cannot pay the assessment for 1945 *e anticipated, be left to the Chief Beoretary. 

It should be noted that under this requirement the Bureau would be called upon :to pay 
an assessment for 1945- This can hardly be done since the |1500 included in: tire 1945 
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appropriations was turned back or otherwise disposed of at the end cf the l?4b fiscal 

year. It wee Hkevise agreed that any oountry joining the Commission after 

January I, 1947* should be required to pay supplementary indemnity of 3*000 Mpi franc:

kith regard to the bureau's assessment, since it has been decided thet the 
Bureau Is to become a regular member of the organization, It should be noted that 
Mr. Louwage in a letter to the Bureau dated July 9, 1946, referred to the matter of 
dues. He said that he was avers that the Bureau eight find the rate too high for a 
State of considerable population and for this reason, during the convention he suggested 
the amount assessed against countries of large populations, such as the tJ.S.A. and the 
D.f.S.H., be left to the discretion of those governments. He added that if the 
United States should decide that Its contribution should equal thet of a state with 
sixty million inhabitants, the General Secretary would be only too glad to rftcelve It. 

In the answer to Louwage's letter of July 9, which went out from th^ Bureau 
on August 13, 1946, he was told that hia suggestion as to the appropriate annual assess- 
ment to be paid by the United St&teB was being given further study and that he would be 
informed concerning it in the near future. 

According to the Hew lork Times for August 1, 1946, the Swiss franc is pegged 
at 23.40 cents. If ne figured the Bureau's assessment at 2.50 Swiss francB per 25,000 
inhabitants with a ceiling of sixty million inhabitants, as suggested by Hr. Louwage, 
the Bureau's annual assessment would amount to fl.AOA, This amount la just short of thf 
|1500 which has been included in the Bureau's appropriations since 1938- 

In a letter to the Director dated August 5, 1946, Mr. Louwage stated that the 
Director could be of great assistance to the I.C.P.C. by intervening with the police 
authorities in South America in order to gain members for the I.C.P.C, from other 
countries of the_ Fes tem Hemisphere. He excepted Chile, wince Chile ia already a 
member, and a representative from thet country was in attendance at the convention in 
June. Undoubtedly, because of the Director's great prestige in Latin America, 
practically all 6f the South American eomtries could be induced to Join the I.C,P,C S 
However, I do not think that any affirmative action should be taken by the Bureau at 
this time toward urging any South American ooun tries to join the organization until we 
sea how effective the organization will be. In the same regard, Mr, Louwage indicated 
that an international radio station is being set up in Paris in order to maintain 
contact with police organizations throughout the world. Ke stated that the Bureau 
would be kept fedrised of the progress being made in establishing this radio station 
and also would be asked later concerning the possibility of the station having direct 
contact with the Bureau, 

RZCOKjaiDATIOHS t 

Since It has been indicated that the Director will act as Vice President cf 
the I.C.P.C. and that the Bureau will participate in the organization, it le thought 
that arrangements should be made to sake tbe necessary payment of assessments to the 
organization. As was pointed out above, the I.C.P.C. in its convention decided thet 
participating members should bring their assessments up to date by paying for the year 
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1945. Slttce we are already in the 1947 fiscal year, I do not believe we would be 
able to co back and pay the dues for the year 1945, and I think the organisation 
should be eo advised. I dc think, however, that although we are now in the 
fiscal year, the $1500 included in the Bureau's appropriation for that parpowe jjpou 
be sent tc the I.C.F.C. to pay the Bureau's assessment for 1946. ffce payment for 
1947 ean be wade after July 1, 1947.
